Hayley Thorpe 
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Council signs up to child poverty pledge 


GREENWICH Council has 
voted to sign up to the 
London Child Poverty Pledge 
- making a promise to pay all 
staff a London minimum 
wage and forming an action 
plan to address child 
poverty. 

The government launched 
the pledge last year in 
response to high and 
unchanging levels of child 
poverty in London. One of 
the main aims is to get more 
parents into work by 2013. 


It is a London-wide scheme 
and those who sign up 
promise to submit an action 
plan to look at how best to 
make this happen in their 
local area. 

Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
agreed last week to sign up 
and to begin work on 
producing the action plan. 
The council’s recent huge 
recruitment drive, which 
saw 250 people get new jobs 
with the council, exemplifies 
the way forward. The council 


has also promised to ensure 
it implements the London 
Living Wage across all staff. 
It was brought in in 2005 to 
represent a minimum hourly 
wage to provide an 
acceptable quality of life for 
people. The 2009 rate is 
£7.60, which is 33 per cent 
higher than the national 
minimum wage. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet 
member for children and 
young people, said: “This is a 
vital issue that we are 


making a major priority in 
Greenwich. We strive to do 
our very best to maximise 
opportunity for all children 
in the borough, and signing 
up to the London Child 
Poverty Pledge makes this 
commitment clear. We will 
pledge to pay all staff the 
London Living Wage and to 
formulate a workable action 
plan to really make inroads 
into improving the lives of 
any local children living in 
poverty.” 



Office site staff give up their time for play project

A SMALL group of Wates staff gave up 
a day on the council’s Woolwich Centre 
site to give a nearby play-space a total 
make-over. 

The Barnfield Project in Oak House, 
Barnfield Road, which supports 
surrounding families and their children, 
has a gleaming new creche - thanks to the 
volunteer decorators.

‘sanding down’, although the surfaces 
weren’t too bad”. 

On just one day last year, Wates employees 
spent over 8,000 hours on local projects up 
and down the country - painting, decorating, 
gardening and clearing.

He brought in ideas like 
hiding the vegetables in 
the sauce - whereas 
before they’d not want to 
eat veg, now they don’t 
even see it.” 

A big slice of the 
school’s 400 pupils came 
to the after-school 



tasting session on 
Tuesday, October 20, and 
the food was largely a 
success. 

Eight-year-old Maddy 
Salama said: “My 

favourite is the lasagna. 
It was really nice, the 
meat was really good.” 

And the scheme to get 
kids eating healthily has 
had the desired effect on 
little Maddy. “I take 
packed lunches at the 
moment, but I’m going to 
change to school dinners 
after today,” she said. 

Montbelle has one of 
the lowest uptakes of 
school dinners in the 
borough, a stat the 
school is keen to turn 


around. 

Area manager Nigel 
Farren said: “Today was a 
tasting session for parents 
and pupils, because only 50 
percent of the children here 
are eating school dinners, 
whereas across the borough 
it’s 60-65 percent.” 

There were recipe 
cards of the meals for 
parents to take home and 
try out, and in the 
interests of journalism, 
GT stuffed its face, and 
can report that the grub 
was very tasty - the Chow 
Mein especially good. 

“School meals are 
important because it 
helps you stay healthy,” 
pupil Maddy added.

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Dementia: how 
quickly it strikes 

Carers get their views heard at first council forum

A FIRST Greenwich 
Council Forum for carers 
of dementia-sufferers and 
their loved ones has been 
held at Charlton Athletic 
FC. 

Well over 100 people attended 
the special event called 
‘Dementia - Being Heard’. 

There were speakers, 
discussion workshops, and a 
raw, thought-provoking 
playlet called ‘Tenderly’ about 
different approaches and 
attitudes to caring which 
prompted plenty of reaction 
and questions from the floor. 

Delegate David Kennedy, 
from Abbey Wood, whose 
parents, now in their 80s, were 
taken into residential care 
within four months of each 
other last year, told GT: 
“They’ve been married for 55 
years. Both have vascular 
dementia - and for both it was 
a very quick onset.” 

David, who is a community 
mental health nurse, said: “It’s 
the first time I’ve been to this 
kind of event. Looking round, 
it highlights the sheer 
numbers of people affected 
locally. 

“I hope that the local 
services are listening to the 
local needs of people with 
dementia and their carers.” 

Anne Pain, from Greenwich, 
has been caring for her 
husband, Alan, for over five 
years. The former oil company 


geologist was diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s disease when he 
was aged 54. 

Anne, a part-time teacher, 
told GT: “Alan’s with me 
today. He’s in the carers’ cafe. 
I’m very keen to highlight the 
impact on younger people 
when their partner is 
diagnosed. I’m hoping that 
today’s forum will raise 
awareness.” 

The forum was hosted by the 
council in conjunction with a 
range of partners including 


NHS Greenwich, Oxleas NHS 
Foundation Mental Health 
Trust, and a range of support- 
charities and community 
groups. 

Cllr Angela Cornforth, the 
cabinet member for adults 
and older people, said later: “I 
would like to thank everyone 
who attended this very 
successful event. 

“That is, the speakers who 
outlined clearly how dementia 
is diagnosed and treated; the 
carers who told their personal 


stories, and all those who go 
the extra mile every day to 
provide qualitative care for 
the people they love.” 

She told GT: This forum 
provided an ideal opportunity 
to meet, to listen and to share 
ideas.” 

Feedback from the forum 
will be used to help develop 
the borough’s formal strategy 
for carers and their loved ones. 

The government came up 
with a national services 
framework for older people in 
2000. Then, this January, it 
published its first national 
strategy on living with and 
caring for people with 
dementia. 

The 17 standards which it 
recommended include easier 
access to specialist medical 
advice and stronger links 
between health and social 
services.

A FTER our move to 
the new Thornhill 
Estate as a young lad 
of five and a half I 
soon settled into the 
new school. Charlton Manor 
School really was a “new 
school”. It had only been built 
about six years before. Unlike 
most of the schools back then, 
which had been built at the 
turn of the 1900s and were 
mainly to a pattern of about 
four storeys high, Charlton 
Manor was only two storeys 
high. The lower floor was the 
infants. It had large French 
windows that opened directly 
onto the playground. When 
the weather was nice they were 
opened to give extremes of 
fresh air. 

The interior was set along a 
corridor that ran the whole 
length of the building. The one 
side opened onto the 
classrooms with the head’s 
room at one end. Then there 
was the medical room. This 
was set aside for the periodic 
visits of “Nitty Nora, the Flea 
explorer”. She was the nurse 
who would pay a visit and 
search for signs of head lice. 
The school doctor also used to 
pay visits of inspection. If he 
then saw someone with a cut or 
graze they would routinely 
have it painted with some sort 
of mauve antiseptic. This was a 
universal cure-all for 
practically everything. Also 
there would be interim visits of 
a dentist who would check 
teeth, and if anything 
untoward was found your mum 
would get a letter with an 
appointment for the dental 
clinic at Woolwich. 

The other side of the corridor 
was mostly taken up by the 
assembly hall with a separate 


room at the end designated 
The Staff Room. On this side at 
each end there were flights of 
stairs. I recall how surprised I 
was on revisiting the school 
many years later at how 
shallow the stair treads were. 
Obviously made for children’s 
feet. The infants school was in 
the care of Mrs C.D. Staite, the 
headmistress. Among the 
team of teachers that I recall 
were Misses Holmes, Dalton, 
Widgery and Mrs Hanson. 

I do not remember an awful lot 
about this period except that in 
the afternoon small beds were 
unfolded and we had to rest for 
about an hour each day. A 
third of a pint of milk was 
allocated to every child to 
drink and if you paid, I think it 
was a penny a week, you were 
given a large spoonful of Cod 
Liver Oil and Malt. 

At the age of seven you were 
transferred upstairs to the 
‘Junior Mixed.’ This was 
under the jurisdiction of Mr F. 
R. Simpson , the headmaster. 

I remember Mr John 
Hawkesworth, known as ‘Old 
Hawkeye’ to us kids, but not in 
his or any of the teacher’s 
hearing. He was a plump little 
Yorkshire man from the town 
of Batley. He was strict but 
fair. If he ever had to take 



another class at short notice he 
had a ready prepared list of 
names and associations, ie 
Pride of Lions, Pack of Wolves, 
etc. He would test you upon 
these. But after you had been 
subjected to the list at various 
times it was not too difficult to 
recall what they were. 

There was Miss Clark - she 
was quite young and played the 
piano at assembly and took us 
for music lessons as well as 
teaching the normal three Rs. 
Music lessons were mainly 
class singing songs from the 
‘Community Song Book’ such 
as ‘Do ye ken John Peel,’ 

‘Sweet Molly Malone, who 
wheeled her wheelbarrow 
through the streets, broad and 
narrow’ and many other sea 
shanties. I was tone deaf and 
was at one time told by Miss 
Clark not to sing so loud as I 
was completely out of tune. 


She did a rousing piano 
rendition of Jerusalem as well 
as numerous hymns. And as we 
marched out from morning 
assembly always played Percy 
Grainger 4 s ‘English Country 
Gardens.’ Assembly was held 
every morning with the classes 
sitting cross-legged on the floor 
in rows arranged by classes. 
There were short prayers, 
hymns and a talk by Mr 
Simpson. Although us kids did 
not realise at the time that he 
was probably being a bit 
humorous, I remember that he 
once talked about the singing 
of the hymn with the line, 
‘Praise him for his grace and 
favour.’ He said that he never 
wanted to hear it again as 
‘Prize im for is Grice and 
Fiver!’ He also talked of the 
school having the motto of Res 
Non Verba - deeds not words. 
There was also a school prayer 


of which I can no longer recall 
the words. 

Dotted around the school were 
various prints of famous 
paintings. Each class seemed 
to have one and there were 
several in the assembly hall. 
These were varied, such as 
‘The light of the world,’ 
‘Portrait of William 
Shakespeare,’ ‘Man in the 
Bronze helmet,’ ‘When did you 
last see your father?’ ‘Boyhood 
of Raleigh,’ and ‘The Fighting 
Temaraire’. At different times, 
sometimes in assembly, these 
would be talked about. I 
suppose for some, bits of it 
rubbed off to provide lasting 
knowledge or the beginnings of 
an interest for the arts. 

History lessons were almost 
exclusively about English 
history - 1066, Nelson, kings 
and queens etc. Geography 
was mostly about places and 
countries around the world. 
There were occasional lessons 
learning poetry. I recall, ‘The 
Tiger’, by William Blake, 

(Tiger, tiger, burning bright). 
Although some bits of them 
remained in the memory, it’s 
sad to say none of it provoked a 
lasting deep interest in poetry 
for me. 

Each class had a “library” of 
books that could be borrowed 
and read in your own time. I 
recall reading a series of books 
about ‘Barny Blue Eyes’, who I 
seem to think had a horse 
drawn caravan. Nothing too 
heavy like Dickens or 
Shakespeare. 

Classes were large by today’s 
standards. I know that in one 
class there was 42 and most 
had at least 40. Two pupils to 
a desk, sitting side by side, 
arranged in four rows. Unlike 
the “old” schools that had 
sloping desks, we had flat 
tables with the obligatory hole 
to take a china inkwell which 
would be filled every Monday 
by the ink monitor from a large 
stone bottle of Stephen’s ink. 

In my latter years we had a Mr 
Pendleton who took us for PT. 
(physical training). He 
travelled around on a bicycle 
from school to school. With 
the command ‘burr tops’ (bare 
tops) he always made us strip 
down to shorts to perform the 
various exercises in the 
playground, whatever the 
weather. If he thought that we 
were slacking he would taunt 
us that we were not as good as 
the boys at Creek Road School. 
He probably told them that

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TEX-MEX cuisine conjures up images of 
life on the wild frontier, cattle rustling 
cowboys, and howling stray dogs 
roaming one horse-towns. 

Ironic, then, that Mexican restaurants 
have become synonymous as sociable 
party places that put almost as much 
emphasis on the atmosphere as the 
food itself. 

Desperados, the two-floor restaurant 
on Greenwich Church Street (as High 
Chaparral upstairs) has an invitingly 
ramshackle appeal, treated with 
authentic Mexican memorabilia and 
enough sombreros and 
cacti to make first 
impressions like 
stepping into a spaghetti 
western. 

Granted, it may not be a 
fine-dining 

establishment, but what 
it does, it does very well. 

Big, bold, hearty 
flavours and speedy 
service make the feel- 
good restaurant a solid 
bet when out for friends’ 
birthdays or a quick bite 
before a movie or night 
out in town. 

And one of Desperados 
unique points is its 
addition of Spanish 
tapas. The chorizo and

flavour, the salty sausage atm#s l |here 
balanced with the acidity from the 
tomatoes and dash of lime. 

Cocktails are a big draw too, the bar 
staff can knock up no less than 78 
different booze laden fruit combos. 

Light bites like the nachos plate come 
with lashings of sour cream and 
guacamole topped off with red jalapeno 
peppers, giving a little more kick than 
there more common green brethren. 

Familiar tortilla dishes are staples on 
the menu - Enchiladas, Burritos and 
Chimichangas, all pretty similar, but an

authentic taste of Mexico nonetheless. 
The yardstick of any Cantina is its Chilli 
Con Carne - my dining pal and I 
concurring it needn’t be an eye- 
watering, tongue-searingly hot 
experience to be great - the signature 
dish at Desperados was 
smooth and light with 
just a little kick. 

For chilli-heads, no 
doubt chef has a few 
atomic weapons at the 
back of the larder to 
teach those foolhardy 
enough a lesson. 

No Tex-Mex is complete 
without the meaty grill 
section, and the sizzling 
skillets crammed with 
melt in the mouth 
chicken, beef or prawns 
were all lightened with 
zingy lime, while slabs 
of rib-eye steak and 
gut-busting burgers 
sum up what Central 
American cuisine is all 
about. 

Char grilled and smokey 
were the wings and ribs 
that fell of the bone - huge portions too 
- although for me a little too much 
sauce on the rack that slightly 
overpowered its tender porkiness. 
Desperados lives by its mantra of 
vibrancy and fun - both in the food and 
atmosphere, and if you aren’t 
completely satisfied, the menu’s 
tongue-in-cheek disclaimer promises 
that the proprietors will ‘shoot the 
cooks and hang the waitresses.’ 

Now there’s confidence.

Students clinch jobs with the council

SECONDARY school 
students, successfully 
interviewed for - and got - 
temporary paid summer- 
work within Greenwich 
Council’s finance 

directorate in a unique 
pilot scheme. 

The programme, organised 
in conjunction with the 
borough’s Education Business 
Partnership, invited students 
from Thomas Tallis School in 
Kidbrooke Park Road, 
Kidbrooke, to apply for the 
‘internships’.

Joe Chittock said: “The 
placement has given me a 
much greater insight into 
which areas of work and 
careers are available, and a 


better idea of 
what I would like 
to go into.” 

Nevin Kanizi said: “I got a 
clearer understanding of the 
business structure of the 
council and how it all works 
and how each section is 
dependent on each other. I also 
know about how the council is 
trying to improve the area as a 
whole and the big plans it has 
for the future.” 

Chimi Ngo said: “Working in 
the directorate of finance has 


opened up my eyes. It has 
allowed me to improve in my

Irish support group expands

A community group, 
expanded out of all 
recognition in the last 25 
years, is changing its name to 
reflect that it’s Gone Large. 
Irish in Greenwich became 
‘Irish Community Services’ 
(in Greenwich, Bexley and 
Lewisham) at the beginning 
of this month. 

It now has eight full-time and 
one part-time member of 
staff and 61 volunteers 
working out of its base at 1 
to 4 Beresford Square, 
Woolwich. 

And, since April this year, its 
support from the Irish 
government stands at 
£193,000 until the spring of 
2010. 

Last month, the newly- 
appointed Irish Ambassador 
in London, Bobby McDonagh, 
attended the group’s 25th 
anniversary celebrations at 
the Greenwich Heritage 
Centre on the Royal arsenal 
site at Woolwich.

A pipe dream 
come true 


Mum and 
son’s hose 
firm finds 
new base

An Eltham mum decided it 
was time to switch careers 
when her son launched his 
own business. 

Former health watchdog 
worker Wanda Von Teichmeister 
gave up her job of eight years to 
join son Sebastian when he 
started his own business earlier 
this year. 

The partnership officially 
launched their company - 
Teichmeister Ltd - in February 
this year, and took on their first 
employee Kye Revill in April. 

The company provides a 24- 
hour mobile emergency service 
repairing hydraulic hoses on site 
and supplies other specialised 
hoses and equipment. 

They diagnose and repair 
machinery on skips, lorries, 
piling rigs and cranes for a range 
of clients who include 
demolition, building and waste 
contractors across SE London. 

“Although we did our 
administration from home, we 
needed somewhere to store the 
hydraulic fluids, oil, fittings, 
hoses and waste,” Wanda 
explained. 

But finding a suitable unit to 
rent was one of the hardest tasks 
of running the firm. 

“We tried to find somewhere 


but the units we saw were really 
massive or too small. Another 
problem was that they wanted 
six to nine months money in 
advance but you can’t commit 
that sort of money up front when 
you’re starting out,” she added. 

The couple had attended a 
‘Meet the Agent’ business 
support event at Charlton 
Athletic last year and called 
upon the contacts they had

made. I spoke to Mervyn 
Fernandes, a business advisor at 
Greenwich Council’s Business 
Service and he mentioned the 
Business Premises service they 
offered, ’’said Wanda. 

Within weeks, the new firm had 
moved into a light industrial unit 
off Nathan Way, West 
Thamesmead, which was ideal 
for them in terms of size, 
location and price. 

“Mervyn helped us decide what 
sort of things we should look for 


and explained the points in the 
lease. He also proivided us with 
information to help us to 
negotiate and we managed to get 
a three-year lease on the unit.” 

The trio are also making use of 
other Meet the Agent contacts 
from SEE - South East 
Enterprise and the SE London 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“We’ve been seeing people 
about getting a unit with a 
shopfront and some office space 
and we’ve been getting some 
advice on marketing,” Wanda 
added. 

And her advice to other 
aspiring entrepreneurs? 

“Always do a business plan - 
write down in simple terms what 
you are going to provide, how 
you are going to do it and what 
makes you different from your 
competitors. Make use of your 
local business support services 
and don’t give up! Every time we 
wanted to do something there 
was some kind of hurdle but 
with support, there was always a 
way to get round it.”

Stars in their ears 

A monthlong festival comes to Greenwich celebrating the 
beautiful music created when time and space collide 


IT may not be an 
k N I i obvious harmony, 
< l/J but the rich 

history 

documenting the 
relationship between music 
and science goes back almost 
to the dawn of civilisation 
itself. 

The Incas and the Aztecs were 
well known for their worship 
of the sun gods and paying 
reverence to the sky, and for 
the Ancient Egyptians, music 
and the stars had even more 
significance. Closer to our 
time, Robert Louis Stevenson 
wrote poems in snatched 
moments between building 
revolutionary steam trains, 
and Led Zeppelin hell-raiser 
Jimmy Page’s ambition - pre- 
fame - was to be a scientist. 
Asked by the presenter of a 
1957 TV broadcast what he 
would do after leaving school, 
the 14-year-old Page 
inexplicably replied: “I want to 
do biological research.” 

Well, that’s one word for it. 
This autumn, the Festival of 
Time and Space brings 
together music and science 
through a series of 
performances, sound 
installations, short films and 
family activities that celebrate 
2009’s status as International 
Year of Astronomy. The 
National Maritime Museum 
takes the helm on the science 
side, with Trinity College of 
Music scoring the top lines 
that bring it all together. A 
cornucopia of events take 
place at the Old Royal Naval 
College from now until the end 
of time, sorry, the end of 
November. 

Family events include Make 
and Play; Space Music on 29 
October, with participants 
making their own musical 
instruments and playing 
astronomy-inspired tunes, 
plus performances from local 
community members.

Disney Pixar’s latest animated romp. Up 3D 
pushes the boundaries of what can be 
achieved in modern film 



IT’S difficult to 
J put into words 
W just how good 
Pixar’s latest 

animated feature is. Up 3D is 
a match for either of the 
fantastic Toy Story films and 
has a storyline just as 
original. 

It’s not very often that a 
pensioner is the star of a film, 
and in light of the tepid 
Indiana Jones and the Crystal 
Skull - even less so the star of 
a decent film. 

The introduction of this 
heavily stylised movie is a 
brief history of our bus-pass- 
wielding lead, Carl 
Fredricksen, from the lad 
growing up with ambitions of 
being an explorer to a 
delightful sequence in which 
he meets his wife-to-be, 
piloting - of all things - a 
dilapidated house. Via their 
imaginary world of adventure 
they are married, remaining 
childless until Mrs 
Fredricksen’s movingly 
portrayed death. 

Left bitter and lonely when 
she passes, Carl is to be forced 
into a retirement home after 
developers move in for his 
land and house. 



Of course before this can 
happen he makes an 
unlikely but welcome 
escape to fulfill 
the dream that he 
and his late 
wife had, but 
never got 
round to doing 
while she was 
alive. 

Every film 
needs a good 
sidekick, and 
Up’s comes in 
the shape of 
Russell - a 
little boy 
scout 

desperate to 
get his 
‘helping the 
elderly’ badge to 
complete the set. 

Inevitably reluctant at first, 

Mr Fredricksen grows fond of 
the lad and is ultimately given 
a new lease of life through the 
boy’s youthful enthusiasm. 
Putting the audience through 
a gamut of emotions, the 
mind boggles at how Pixar 
have managed to pull off such 
a quirky, risky and original 
flick. Every scene is perfectly 
choreographed and the flow of 



the film 
is 

sublime. 
There are all 
the hallmarks of a 
great film here, not merely 
pigeon-holing Up 3D into the 
‘animated’ bracket. The 
future of entertainment looks 
like this, and the artists at 
Disney have succeeded in 
getting as much emotion into 
their computer generated 
characters as the best human 
actors though cinema’s 
history. But cartoon faces are 
nothing without the warmth 
of human voices, which are 
ably provided by Edward 
Asner as Fredricksen, and 
Jordan Nagai as loveable 
Russell. 

Add to it the freedom of the 
‘anything goes’ nature of 


animation and its 
creators - and the 
film allows the 
imagination to run 
wild, suspending 
disbelief for the 
film’s 90-minute 
duration. 

* As with all the best cartoon 
films, Up 3D works on many 
levels: The kids enjoy the 
talking animals and magical 
plot, while the parents and 
mature viewers marvel at the 
exquisite score and knowing 
winks that bring a lump to 
the throat on quite a few 
occasions. 

The 3D glasses only add to 
the experience, treating the 
audience to hysterical 
moments, genuinely gripping 
chases, moving segments and 
more life lessons than a 
weekend with a Buddhist 
monk. Eventually Mr 
Fredricksen lets go of the old 
house - metaphorically and 
literally - proving that 
throwing out material 
possession can really lift a 
home. Cue a whole host of 
talking dogs, an evil villain 
who seemed so wholesome 
and a heart-warming ending - 
all of which make Up 3D 
pretty darned flawless.

SMART CAR: the Ferrari is a neat run-around 

around for Ferrari owners. It’s the same 
principle as the mini motorboats that 
millionaires stick on the back of their 
super yachts to go ashore. Or to put it 
into layman’s terms, a Vespa on the 
back of a camper van. Checking out the 
specification, I doubt any Ferrari owner 
would complain about using one to pop 
to the shops for a pint of milk. 

Assuming, that is, that they don’t have a 
butler to do it for them. The dinky motor 
is powered by a 1.4-litre turbocharged 
T-Jet engine with 180 brake horse 
power linked to an electromechanical 
paddle-shift gearbox. The suspension 
and braking systems have been 
strengthened to cope with the extra 
power; 284mm Brembo discs with four- 
piston callipers provide massive 
stopping power. And it has performance 
tyres - fitted to 17-inch alloy wheels 
that ape a Ferrari design - and a 
variable back pressure exhaust that 
changes the engine sound above 
3000rpm. In true Ferrari style, the car is 
also only available in red with the 
carbon fibre wing mirrors.

Still fired up following the 
break, Gillingham continued to 
have the better of things in 
gusty, unpleasant conditions. 
Up front for them, Jackson was 
deceptively quiet but impossible 
to ignore. Not a sniff of goal 
came his way but Elliot was 
required to leave his line as 
Dennis Oli forced his way along 
the left byline and bravely 
blocked the close-range shot. 

Charlton’s fine goalkeeper 
then produced a marvellous, 
full-length save to turn aside 
Andy Barcham’s ripsnorter 
from the edge of the area. Elliot 
had done his bit in his team's 
cause, Jackson was to do 
likewise later for his but before 
that Nutter was heard from yet 
again. 

A deliberate foul by Josh 
Gowling on substitute Dave 
Mooney conceded the 79th- 
minute free kick which Grant 
Basey whipped in to cause 
mayhem in Gillingham’s area. 

From a prone position near the 
penalty spot, Sam Sodje swiped 
optimistically away but Nutter’s 


clearance seemed merely 
routine. Throughout a fractious 
encounter, the long-haired 
fullback had taken all of the 
home side’s 12 corners and 
various free kicks - with his left 
foot, it must be said. 

Unhappily, his right foot could 
use a little practice because it 
gormlessly sliced the ball, with 
almost studied ease, over 
flabbergasted Simon Royce and 
into the top left corner. Just as 
well, too, because Charlton 
hadn’t looked like scoring on 
their own initiative. 

One massive stroke of good 
fortune seemed likely to settle 
the issue in their favour but 
Jackson wasn’t through for the 
day. 

Like all natural goalgetters, he 
maintains whistle-to-whistle 
concentration and refuses to be 
discouraged. One flash of sheer 


class three minutes after 
Nutter’s catastrophe restored 
parity and gave Gills the point 
they deserved. 

Spinning away from marker 
Christian Dailly on to Bentley’s 
headed pass, Jackson’s low 
right-footed shot on the turn 
gave Elliot no chance. His 11th 
goal of the season (none of 
them, tellingly, scored away 
from home) points up 
Charlton’s own lack of a penalty 
box predator. 

Fact remains, though, that 
they are second in the table with 
29 points while Gillingham 
languish in 16th place with just 
15. So there’s more than one way 
to skin a cat. Or to bag local, 
well local-ish, bragging rights.
